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THE SHERIFF INVESTIGATION 


Rumors that were prevalent in this 


county for two weeks or more came 
to a head last week when announce- 
ment was made that the resignation 
of Sheriff Fred W. Giese. had been re- 
quested by the district attorney fol- 
lowing revelations of corruption in 
the sheriff's office. 


Now that this action has been taken 


the public will expect Mr. Staidl to 
vigorously push the investigation to 
determine the truth of the charges that 
have been made. If Mr. Giese has 
prostituted his office for his private 
gain or if he had knowledge that mem- 
bers of his staff were acting unlawful- 
ly and did not take prompt steps to 
punish them, he should be removed, 
from office. 
On the other hand if 


the rumors and stories are without 
foundation in fact Mr. Giese is entitl- 
ed to vindication. 


Affidavits in the possession of the 


district attorney indicate that some- 
thing has been amiss in the sheriff's 
office. Mr. Giese has vigorously denied 
knowledge- of corruption among his 
co-workers and at the same time he 
said he has some startling revelations 
to make, unearthed in investigations 
he has made. 


Whether Mr. Giese had knowledge 


of misdeeds described in affidavits 
must tie determined from further in- 
vestigation. It is hoped Mr. Staidl 
•will see the investigation through and 
in that he will have the united sup- 
port of the people of Outagamie county. 


TEST OF FARM RELIEF " 


Immediately upon the recommenda- 


tion of President Hoover, congress 
appropriated $151,500,000 for the use 
of the newly created Federal Farm 
board. As soon as the personnel of" 
the board is announced by the presi- 
dent, this sum will be available out 
of the $500,000,000- revolving fund 
which is set up for the purpose of 
handling and marketing surplus agri- 
cultural products. Appropriation of 
the money is to meet an emergency 
situation caused by the heavy drop in 
the price of wheat. Thus we. ought 
to have in the near future and cer- 
tainly by the time the fall harvests 
are ready a preliminary test of the 
value of the farm legislation which has 
been enacted. 


Of one thing wheat growers may 


be certain and that is the tariff cannot 
adequately protect this crop. Notwith- 
standing a duty of 42c per bushel, 
wheat prices have sunk to the dollar 
level, the lowest within fifteen years. 
An increase in, the duty of wheat, to- 
gether with a recent action of the 
house in raising it from 15 to 25 cents 


- 
per bushel on corn, is sheer non- 
sense. It is only on the class of prod- 
ucts of which we produce only a part 
of what we need, and of which we must 
import the remainder, that a tariff is of 
material benefit. 
This fact has been 


demonstrated every time there is a 
world surplus of wheat. Tariff assis- 
tance to the farmer is more political 
than real. The substantial good he 
derives from it is indirect. 
Already 


there is an attempt to fasten the ex- 
port debenture onto the pending tariff 
bill. The president may yet ha\e an 
opportunity to decide whether tariff 
revision is important enough to have 
to take with it the debenture medicine. 


THE ADVANCE IN EDUCATION 


Few recent developments in Amer- 


ican life are more significant than the 
tremendous advance made in education 
in the last t\v6 decades. 


The federal bureau of education has 


just rekased figures emphasizing the 
point. 


-In 1910 the attendance in 
public 


jhigh schools -\\as 915,000. By 1926, 
•however, the figure had leaped to 3,- 
^57,000. 
In 
addition, junior high 


in 1926 had an enrollmert of 


over 1,000,000, of which more than 
300,000 were of high school rank. 


Added to this is the fact that prac- 


tically 50 per cent of all high school 
graduates go on to higher institutions 
of learning. 


Widespread education is the prime 


requisite of a 'democracy. It is highly 
encouraging to note the way in which 
our public education system is expand- 
ing. 


REGULATING IMMIGRATION 
Provided its action is final, the senate 


has voted, 43 to 37, to make the na- 
tional-origins clause of the immigration 
law effective. 
The merits of the na- 


tional-origins basis of admitting immi- 
grants to the United States are differ- 
ently interpreted, according to pre- 
judices of racial viewpoint. It might 
be better had it never been agitated. 
The existing plan of restriction seemed 
to be working very well. 


The change which is about to be 


incorporated in the law has provoked 
a great amount of bitter and senseles| 
debate. In nine years, if the national- 
origins clause is adopted, we shall have 
tried out three different systems for 
restricting immigration. 
There was 


the emergency law of 1921 which lim- 
ited annual immigration to 3 per cent 
of the number of each nationality re- 
ported in the United States by the 
census of 1910. In 1924 the law was 
revised, changing the basis to 2 per 
cent of the number of any given coun- 
try shown by the census of 1890. The 
national-origins method is theoretically 
basecj on the proportion of the totaf 
American stock contributed by the 
various races of Europe since the first 
census. Necessarily the determination 
of this proportion could not be exact, 
owing to the fact that statistics and 
records in the early decades of the re- 
public were incomplete. Nevertheless, 
although the percentages may be in- 
accurate they represent approximately 
a correct division as nearly as it could 
be ascertained. .All things considered, 
it would seem to be a fair and reason- 
able method for allotting immigration 
quotas. 


It scshappens that as a result of the 


change the total immigration will be 
reduced about 12,000. Germany, Scan- 
danavian countries and Ireland will 
lose in quotas, white those from Italy, 
Russia, Holland and Poland will be 
somewhat increased, and the English 
quota quite materially. It is, of course 
contended that the new provision of 
the law results from racial antipathy 
or favor, but in fairness to congress it 
may be said that this is probably not 
the case. It would seem from the in- 
formation available that a sincere, if 
rather cumbersome effort has been 
made to deal fairly with the whele im- 
migration problem and to show no 
preferences. 


If the senate stands by its latest ac- 


tion, and the national-origins clause is 
approved by the president, it is to be 
hoped this will settle the matter, at 
least so far as relative quotas are con- 
cerned, for all time to come. The exact 
basis of determining immigration is of 
less importance than the fixing of a 
definite standard' and holding to it. 
Frequent changes afe undesirable be- 
cause of the political and racial ani- 
mosities they stir up. Also, because of 
disturbing effects upon regulations nec- 
essarily imposed on other countries, 
steamship companies, etc. We ought 
to emerge from this session of con- 
gress with a permanent immigration 
policy. 


FLYING TO THE EXPOSITION 
If aviation in this country develops 


with anything like the speed that the 
leaders in the industry are predicting— 
and there isn't any very good reason 
for thinking it will not—we are going 
to see a growth that will surprise us. 


Here's a sample. Chicago is going to 


hold a great international exposition in 
1934. And aviation leaders are predict- 
ing now that Chicago's hotels will be 
overcrowded, no matter how great the 
throngs that go to see it. Why? Be- 
cause, they say, aviation will be so far 
developed by that time that visitors 
will stop in cities like Detroit, Cleve- 
land, Indianapolis and 
St. Louis, if 


they cannot find accommodations in 
Chicago, and will fly back and forth to 
the exposition daily. 


That sounds almost incredible. Yet 


it is, obviously, quite within the realm 
of possibilities. The airplane may yet 
work a$- profound a change in our so- 
cial and economic organization as the 
?utomobile has done.

WOMAN VOTER FINED 


On June 18, 1873, Susan Bromwell Anthony, 


American reformer and feminist, was fined for 
illegal voting at the election,, of 1872 


For several years some of ^the leading suffra- 


gists were convinced women were enfranchised 
under the fourteenth amendment—under the pro- 
vision that "no state shall make or enforce any 
law which shall abridge the privileges or im- 
munities of citizens of the United States. 


In 1872, Miss Anthony determined to make a 


test and with a number of other woman regis- 
tered in Rochester, N. Y. In November, she cast 
her vote. She was arrested. On June IS of the 
following year she was fined $100, a fine which 
she at once refused to pay and which was never 
exacted. 


Miss 
Anthony 
was born in South Adams, 


Mass, the daughter of a Quaker. 
She taught 


school for 15 years; was active in total abstin- 
ence and anti-slavery movements; advanced the 
belief of co-education of the sexes, and from the 
Civil War devoted herself entirely to the women's 
suffrage movement. 


Another attempt was made to obtain the vote 


for women under the fourteenth amendment^ by 
a Missouri woman. The case this time was_^ar- 
ried to the supreme court, which decided against 
the suffragist, ending attempts to obtain the vote 
by the fourteenth amendment.

THE USES OF COINCroENCE 
In a recent rather sensational no- 


vel that purported to give a Hard- 
boiled realistic picture of a segment 
of life the ^author found it necessary 
to get one of the characters into a 
lot of domestic complications. 


This is the way it was done. The 


man went to Chicago to meet a wo- 
man not his wife at a little fre- 
quented hotel at vnidnight. Chicago 
was a whole night's journey from his 
native city. He figured that there 
would not be one chance in a million 
that anyone in Chicago \vould recog- 
nize him, all the more so because the 
botel where he was holding his il- 
licit party was in a rather out-of-the- 
way place. 
! 


But if no one recognized him all 


the author's work would be for noth- 
ing. Then there gould be no domestic 
comp'ications and the plot could not 
be advanced. For that reason we are 
asked to believe that a certain news- 
paper man 
from 
the character's 


home town just happened to be in 
Chicago that 'night— probably on an 
asignment; no effort is made at ex- 
planation. Stronger still, that^news- 
paper man did not happen to stop at 
one of the better known hotels but 
had just hit upon this out-of-the-way 
hostelry. Still more strange than 
that, he had not gone to bed at a 
reasonable hour and he did not hap- 
pen to be somewhere else than in the 
lobby. The author asks «us to accept 
without question that one chance in 
a hundred thousand that this partic- 
ular newspaper man from a distant 
city should happen to be standing 
gossiping with the night clerk at the 
desk at midihight^ at the exact mo- 
ment when the-erring husband ap- 
pears on the scene. 


"But that is exactly what happens 


now and again in real life," some one 
objects. I have heard that argument 
again and again. 
Perfectly 
true 


Coincidences do happen in real life 
But a realistic novelist has no right 
to make use of them. A coincidence 
in real life does not come purposeful- 
ly. It comes helter-skelter, without 
plan or reason Often it means noth- 
ing. It is merely a coincidence and 
nothing else, an isolated case. A real- 
istic novelist would be justified in us- 
ing a coincidence for the sake of 
giving a sense of the plawlessness of 
real life. But in that case he would 
not use his coincidence to help him 
out of a tight place, to advance his 
plot. He would introduce it and then 
let it be meaningless. 


But that is the only kind of coin- 


cidence that is justified in a realistic 
novel. The writer who calls on coin- 
cidence to solve his plot difficulties 
is thereby betraying his weakness 
He is betraying the fact that he is 
writing artificial fiction and is not 
giving what the critics are so fond 
of calling "a cross section of real 
life." 


The romanticists are' often using 


coincidences also in their plots and 
there is plenty of excuse for them. 
They are justified. They have not 
made a contract with their readers 
to present real life to them. On thev 
have made1 a sort of contract with 
the readers to furnish them with a 
kind of game. It is agreed between 
reader and writer that they will shut 
out real life for the time b^ing. They 
will enter a world 
of make-belief 


where the ordinary laws of life are 
suspended for a while, where won- 
ders can happen and wbare anything 
is justified that helps a good storv 
along. "Homer uses coincidence fre 
quently and he is entirely justified. 


But the realist makes an entirely 


different kind of contract. H« prom- 
ses to give his readers selected real 
life and as a result he has no right 
to stack his cards and have improb- 
able coincidences help hlm-out of nte 
difficulties, even though coincidences 
—irrational ones —are a part of real 
life.

Corrosive 
sublimate,

found most-" effective in getting rid

tomologists explain. It is mixed at 
the rate of one ounce to 10 gallons 
of water, one gallon being used to 
cover 
30 to 50 feet of a cabbage 


row. The solution is not poisonous 
to plants and may be poured over 
the cabbage so that it runs down 
to th« roots and kills the maggots. 


In applying the sublimate solu- 


tion,/ wooden pails should be used, 
declare the specialists. If a sprink- 
ling can were used, the liquid would 
be rendered impotent for insect kill- 
ing7 immediately after it came in 
contact with metal. 


In addition to using corrosive sub- 


limate, the maggot can be controlled 
by-Placing tarred felt disks around 
the; stem of the plants so that the 
insects can not ascend and lay their 
eggs on the cabbage just at the sur- 
face of the soil. -When the eggs 
hatch the young maggots crawl 
down along the root and begin work- 
ing> their way inside the root. The 
tarred disks are cut about 
three 


inches in diameter and split half way 
across the top so that they can be 
slipped around the plant stem just 
at the top of the ground.

PURCHASE GOOD OIL 


Cheap Lubricating Fluid Is 


Costly Investment Agricul- 
tural Engineer Says 


Cheap lubricating oils are amon? 


the most costly investments that can 
be made on any farm, says F. "W. 
Duffee, agricultural engineer at the 
University of Wisconsin in a bulle- 
tin to Gus Sell, county agent. 


Experiments prove that a trac- 


tor, lubricated with an alleged cheap 
oil. will we puffieloptlv more fuel to 
pay for a high grade oil, and that 
the engine will develop oniy- about 
85 per cent as much power as when 
running on good»oil. In addition, the 
cheap oils are responsible for fouling 
the spark plugs and carbonizing the 
cylinders. 


After some experience with oil 


peddlers, offering oil at greatly re 
duced prices. Duffee warns farmers 
against buying any but well known 
brands. As an additional precaution, 
he suggests that the oil be purchas- 
ed in a. sealed container so that it 
is impossible for unscrupulous sales- 
men to dispose of poor oil under the 
name of a, well known product. 


Contrary to common belief, oil 


does not "wear out," according to 
the engineer. It is estimated that 70 
percent of the old oil drained from 
the crank case of a tractor is just 
as good us when it was put in the 
machine, but it is mixed with un- 
burnt fuel, water of condensation, 
and metal dust. Such a 
mixture 


makes the poorest kind of a lubri- 
cant, and would cause serious trou- 
ble if it were not replaced by fresh 
oil.

sene generally 
have 
to

change of oil every 15 to 25 hours 
of continuous service. If gasoline is 
used as the fuel, the oil may not 
have to be changed oftener than 
once every 40 to 60 hours.
